WASHINGTON. June n. — The 


American people have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves over at least one 
achievement, and that is the rapid 
disappearance of Fourth

tetamu - "While the total casualties of 
the giorraus day are less than a qrut^ 
:er vrhat they were five years affo, 
.he deaths from tetanus have shown 
a much greater reduction. In 1903 
"•-c-e tve™ 417 Fourth of July vic- 
tims of that dread malady: in 1909 
the number had been reduced to 130: 
while from .last season's celebration 
there were but 3. This is life conser- 
vation in the true sense of the term. 
"Whv not entirely eliminate the dis- 
ease "this year?" 
asks the United 
States Public Health Service. 


The blank cartridgre wound la the 


great cause of Fourth of July tetanus. 
When driven into the tissues the wad- 
ding carries with it innumerable ba- 
cilli, and the absorption of the poi- 
sonous products given off during th« 
growth of these organisms produces 
the disease- The bacilli thrive only 
in the absence of oxygen. It is for 
this reason that the physician 
en- 


larges the wound of inlet, and after 
removing ail foreign material dresses 
the injury in such a manner that de- 
velopment of the organisms 
{a 
in- 


hibited. In order to accomplish this 
it is usually necessary to adrEtost«r a 
general anaesthetic. 
Anti - tetanic 


serum is of great value as a prophy- 
lactic measure, but it should be given 
soon after the receipt of the injury. 
Reliance upon home treatment may 


prove disastrous and ^result in 
the 


sacrifice of life. In 1903, before the 
widespread recognition of the possi- 
bilities of preventive treatment, one 
case of tetanus developed to erery 
four blank cartridge wounds report- 
ed:'in 1914. there was but one case 
to every 40 such injuries.
